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U.S. Pay in 
Four Years

WASHINGTON (AP) - It was 


with evident concern that Presi- 
dent Johnson signed the new 
federal pay raise bill last week, 
the fifth pay hike voted federal 
workers by Congress within four 
years. 


For the most part, the $540- 


million annual pay increase, a 
2.9 per cent boost, fell within the 
White House's suggested wage- 
price 
guidelines. 
But 
by 


beginning the pay boosts July 1, 
six months earlier than he had 
recommended, 
Johnson 
said 


Congress had added $500 million 
to his 1967 budget. 


"These outlays begin at once, 


and they begin at a most criti- 
cal time when we are striving to 
restrain 
inflationary 
pres- 


sures," the President said. 


But more to the point, he 


signed the bill into law, said it 
would help "attract and retain 
the talent and excellence needed 
to conduct the complex affairs 
of government," and continued 
the steady upward spiral of gov- 
ernment pay. 


Johnson is firmly committed 


to the principle laid down by 
Congress in the federal salary 
reform law of 1962 — that, as he 
said in his federal pay message 
to Congress last March, "gov- 
ernment workers are entitled to 
a 
pay scale which compares 


favorably with pay in private 
industry." 


Since 1961 federal pay has 


increased by about 19 per cent, 
about 15 per cent of this since 
Johnson took office. The pay 
raises of October 1962, January 
1964, July 1964, October 1965 and 
the latest one boosted govern- 
ment pay by almost $2.8 billion 
annuallv. 


The emphasis has been on the 


lower brackets, the clerical and 
administrative help who make 
up the bulk of the 1.8 million 
covered federal workers, with 
the result that the pay in these 
brackets is now generally com- 
parable to industry's. 


But despite sizable jumps at 


the higher levels, industry evi- 
dently is 
ahead on the top 


rungs, 
by 
a 
considerable 


margin. For example: the aver- 
age pay at grade 15, the top 
professional level though there 
are three super grades above, is 
$19,371 while industry pay for 
comparable jobs, according to 
government figures, is $22,708. 


The government's efforts to 


try to keep pace over-all and 
edge toward comparable pay is 
illustrated by the average per- 
centage increases the five pay 
hikes brought the 1.1 million 
government white collar work- 
ers - 5.5,4.1,4.2, 3.6and 2.9

chasing power of your dollar is 
eroded by inflation."

He received only two grades 


of B — one in French and one in 
religion — to go with an other- 
wise straight-A record. 


Faculty advisers, who first 


watched to see if the decision to 
admit Mike to college at age 10 
was correct, no longer show 
such concern. 


They are careful not to in- 


fluence 
him toward 
any one 


career field. 


His classmates exerted a bit 


of influence on him last spring, 
suggesting he make a try at 
athletics. 


Mike agreed and moved into 


the perfect spot for a crew-cut 
100-pounder — coxswain for an 
intramural racing shell. 


Mike was the youngest known 


freshman in the United States 
since 1886. He could receive a 
master's degree before he is old 
enough to drive, and a doctorate 
at an age when many students 
are just entering college. 


Mike's father, William Grost 


of Lansing, says that it is unim- 
portant whether Mike receives 
his bachelor's degree at age 14. 
He and his wife, Audrey, would 
rather see him proceed slowly, 
taking extra courses and explor- 
ing new iields. 


As a junior, Mike has to pick 


a major field and has decided 
on physical science. 


He has been working with Dr. 


Fritz 
Herzog, a mathematics 


professor, to catch up on some 
steps he missed by not taking 
high school math. He has taken 
a series of advanced calculus 
courses. 


He also is working 20 hours a 


week on the National Science 
Foundation summer program, 
designed 
to 
teach 
research 


methods to college undergrad- 
uates, 


"I'm enjoying it," said Mike. 


"It's not at all like work." 


The short summer work week 


was designed to give Mike time 
for recreation with his family 
and friends his age.

thing that is especially funny. 
Granted, you might call it up- 
staging, but if it is very funny it 
enhances the show and, believe 
me, I'm not against anything 
that will help a show. In televi- 
sion you do 32 shows and you 
need everything going for you 
that you can muster. 


And let's face it, without the 


kids in "Please Don't Eat the 
Daisies," you don't have a se- 
ries. They were the inspiration 
for the book that led to the mov- 
ie that resulted in the television 
version. 


There is still another reason 


why I don't worry about the 
kids or Ladadog upstaging me. 
I honestly believe that the whole 
business of upstaging is more 
fancy than fact. You seldom see 
it on the legitimate stage today. 
Perhaps it's because perform- 
ers are more concerned with the 
vehicle than themselves. I don't 
know. 


But I do know that actors who 


try it are more concerned with 
themselves than their profession 
or other individuals. And I also 
know that if someone tried it on 
our show the director would be 
quick to stop it.

leader, 72, swam nine miles in 
the choppy Yangtze on July 16. 


Peking distributed a picture 


of the party chief with some 
fellow swimmers. It made a big 
splash on many front pages. 


The 
swimming federation's 


invitation to Mao was extended 
by Carlos Larriera of Argenti- 
na, president of the group. He 
invited 
Mao to enter races 


scheduled for this weekend in 
Hamilton, Ont., and in Quebec 
City on Aug. 13. 


"We are told you swam nine 


miles on July 16 In the excellent 
time of 1 hour, 5 minutes," 
wrote Larriera. "This should 
put you in line for champion- 
ships in both events, since the 
record for the 10-mile Quebec 
swim, set last year by one of the 
fastest swimmers In the world, 
Herman Willemse of Holland, 
was 4 hours, 35 minutes." 


Guilio Travaglio of Italy es- 


tablished in February a record 
of 3 hours, 56 minutes for the 10- 
mile Lake El Quilla race in Ar- 
gentina, Larriera said. 


A federation spokesman said 


today that since the letter was 
made public, several persons 
have suggested that Mao might 
have been able to lower the 
world record because of strong 
currents in the Yangtze River.

Giants. But how many people know that Jack Nicklaus waves 
a Dl wand for an annual income of a cool million bucks or so? 


Leon Nelson for one. 
Primarily because Leon, who bills himself as the promo- 


tional manager for MacGregor, actually happens to be the 
man that Nicklaus comes to when he needs new golf clubs. 


A club, it turns out, is more than a hunk of wood or metal 


suspended on the end of a 
steel shaft. It's an intricately 
balanced utensil that can 
make a pro golfer as sensi- 
tive to its touch as a diamond 
cutter. 


I m e a n 
Isaac Stern 


wouldn't think of twanging 
his bow across a hillbilly fid- 
dle. It's a Stradivarius or 
n o t h i n g . Well, Nicklaus 
would feel maladjusted with 
anything other than his Dl 
driver or D2 irons. 


The item of sensitivity in 


choosing the right weapons 
for a pro is "swing weight" 
—a fairly complex r a t i o 
worked out b e t w e e n the 
weight of the clubhead and 
the static weight (generally 
around 13'/2 ounces) of the entire club. It would take Werner 
von Braun to understand all the factors of space and torque. 


Anyhow, swing weight is the "in" phrase when it comes to 


picking clubs. That's how 99 per cent of the pros order them.; 
They started in the mid-1930s when pro golf came out of the 
Dark Ages and discovered there was money to be made. 
When Bobby Jones exalted amateur status, one club might 
have a D swing weight, another in the same bag might be C. 


"There was no such thing," says Nelson, "as really matched 


clubs, because their weights varied." 


The distinction is so finicky you'd really need a gold dust 


scale to tell. For instance, the difference between Dl and D2 
is only l/16th of an ounce, or the weight of a dollar. All right, 
in Nicklaus' case, make it $1,000 dollar bill—same weight. 


But Jack, like his fellow pros, is also concerned with feel.r 
In South Africa this spring, he broke his driver, the only one" 
ne has ever used since he turned pro in December, 1961. He 
cabled Leon, who promptly made up 30 identical drivers. Now 
.lack changes them, like a high fashion model changes dresses. 
He used different ones in the Master, the Open, the British ' 
Open and the PGA, though he's still not satisfied and is on 
his 25th driver of the lot. His trouble in the PGA stemmed 
mostly from his inaccuracy off the tee. 


"Jack's woods are unusually light," says Nelson, who cites 


the comparison that Jack swings a Dl weight as contrasted to 
the D8 of George Bayer. "They're much lighter than the aver- 
age good player." 


Golfers lean to the herd instinct. What goes well for one, 


the others want to use. When Bobby Nichols won the Minne- 
sota Classic, one of the pros went to Nelson and said, "You 
iiol to get me the same kind of driver. He has the greatest 
shaft in the world." 


"They follow the winner," says Leon, "because they believe 


lie has the edge in equipment. A lot of it is in the head." This 
time Leon tapped his skull. 


After all. Sammy Snead used the same driver, gnarled, 


taped and wrapped, for 20 years without any ill effects.

Q—I have a bone spur on 


my heel. What causes it? Will 
it become cancerous? What 
should be done for it? 


A—Bone spurs are some- 


times associated with arthri- 
tis but age (over 50) and over- 
weight are more important as 
causative factors. A large pro- 
portion of the victims spend 
many of their waking hours 
standing so occupation would 
seem to be a factor also. Poor- 
ly fitted shoes are a contrib- 
utory cause. Bone spurs do 
not become cancerous. 


Injection of the p a i n f u l 


area with a drug of the corti- 
sone group may give some re- 
lief but this will not remove 
the cause. The first step is to 
make sure you are wearing 
suitable shoes. Otherwise no 
type of treatment, even surgi- 
cal removal of the spur, will 
give lasting relief. Many vic- 
tims have been benefited by 
using a specially fitted foam

Q—Some heart specialists 


give anticoagulants a f t e r a 
coronary heart attack. Others 
don't because the drugs are 
hard to control and can be 
dangerous.

Is there a substitute 
for Dicumarol? 


A—B i s h y d roxycoumarin 


(Dicumarol) and related drugs 
are safer than some of the 
other anticoagulants. While it 
is true that there is some dan- 
ger of incurring uncontrolled 
Weeding with the use of any - 
anticoagulant, the chief con- slde effects, 
troversy centers around the 
question of how effective they 
are in preventing f u r t h e r 
heart' attacks.

We are repeating the hand 


of May 28 today. At that time 
we devoted so much space to 
a discussion of the bidding 
that we were unable to ex- 
plain the play completely. 


If West opens any suit ex- 


cept trump, the slam is a 
cinch but West should open a 
trump. South wins in his own 
hand and must lead a diamond 
at trick two. The correct dia- 
mond to lead is the seven 
spot. South wants to make it 
look as if he plans to go up 
with dummy's queen so that 
West will be sure to rise with 
the king if he holds that card. 


West does not hold the king 


and will play low. South plays 
dummy's four and if East rises 
with the king, South's worries 
are over. He will be able to 
reach dummy with the queen 
of diamonds in order to dis- 
card his losing heart on the 
ace of clubs. If East has an 
inspiration and ducks, South 
can still make the hand. He 
must play a second round of 
trumps to leave one trump in 
dummy and one trump in the
